NEw YORK, January 14.—An express train 
onthe Hudson River Railroad, which left 
Albany for New York at 2:40 p. m. yester- 
day, was obliged to stop on the curve at 
Spuyten Duyvil Creek, between Pough- 
keepsie and this city, about 7 
o'clock last night, to fix a bro- 
ken _—_air-brake. Conducton Hanford 
ordered the brakeman to go back with a 
danger signal, but no signal was given other 
than to hang a lantern on the rear of the 
train. The Tarrytown’ special train, in 
charge of Conductor Evans, with Frank Burr 
as engineer and Quaney fireman, which was 
just behind the Albany express, came thun- 
dering around the curve,and when two hun- 
dyed yards distant the lantern’s signal 
was. sighted, but too late to 
prevent an accident. The ‘Tarrytown 
train crashed into the rear coach of the Al- 
bany express—the palace ear ‘‘Idlewild”— 
the locomotive tearing through the coach and 
smashing it to pieces, besides destroying the 
rear huif of the palace car ‘“‘Empire.” There 
were twelve passengers in the “‘Idlewild,”’ 
and a large number in the *‘Empire,’? while 


in the Albany train were num- 
erous Senators and  Assemblymen, 
all prominent in metropolitan 


politics. The collision was followed by 
heart-rending shrieks from the occupants of 
tha aplendid cars.

FLASH OF FIRE.

SADDEST STORY OF ALL. 

The boxes held all that was 
left of the charred bodies of Park Valentine 
and his young wife, bride and groom 
only the night before.

In a pail between the coffins. covered over 
by a newspaper, lay 3 man’s hand, torn from 
his arm at the wrist by a force that had 
ground the bone and tendons to a jelly. 
Mute, pleading, upturned, ee 
beckoning imploringly for aid 
that came not, it was a& most 
horrible, sickening monument of the 
dreadful catastrophe. Whose hand it was 
was not Known. It had belvenged to no one 
of the bodies recovered by the police 
so far as could be ‘observed 
unless it wight be the missing stump of 
Oliyer B. Kelly’s pody, but fire had not 
scorched nor even touched it. 

The offictais at Grand Central Depot, when 
questioned by the reporters, exhibired the 
usual exasperating cflicial ignorance and in- 
difference, cOastantly referring questioners 
to some one higher in author- 
ity who had nothing to Say. 
As late as an hour before noon some of the 
officials inthe depot had ‘“‘barely heard of 
the affuir, rumor like, etc.’’ Assistant Supt. 
Charlies W. Bissell had at that 
hour received no other report 
but a mere verbal hearsay, neither 
from any of the oflicials of the wrecked train 
orthe one that ran reporters to Spuyten 
Duvvil for information. When pressed for 
official news he replied imperatively that he 
was verycbusy and could not bother 
with the men (meaning reporters) all day. 
The list of dead is as follows: Senator Wag- 
ner; Park Valentine and wife, North Adama, 
Vt.; Oliver B. Keely, Spring ty, Pa.; D. L. 
Ransom, guest of the Huffman House; Rev. 
F. Mar.eha), r . not. = Maud 
Brown, No. West  Fifty-third 
street, New York, and a. man 
unknown. All the injured with the 
exception of Miss Mary Daniels, a guest of 
the Sherwood House, were able to goto their 
homes, and no list is kept by the police. 
Miss Daniels was seriously burned, but will 
probably recover. 
Police Commissioner Nichols, who was on 
the train, savs: “Senator Wagner paseed 
through the car in which I was seated, greet- 
ing bis friends ge as he pass- 
ed along. He passe out’ on 
to the platform of the following car, and a 
second later, following immediately upon the 
banging of the door theSenator closed after 
him, came a terrible shock 
and a deafening crash of crush- 
ing timbers and snapping iron. How 
I escaped I scarcely. know, but when I got 
out of the wreck I turned to look for Senator 
Wagner. Thecarat thespot where I bad 
seen him last was burning fiercely, and out 
of the tire came a despairing cry: 

‘FOR GOD'S SAKE HELP ME.’ ”’ 
With axesand bars Commissioner Nichols 
and his company attacked the car to free the 
imprisoned man, but were driven back by 
fire, and the voice was stilled.

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A FRIEND OF FILLEY. 


Letter-OCarrier Nichols Renistated by 
the Department at Washington. 


Mr. J. B. Nichols was a letter-carrier here 
rated inthe first class until October 24 last, 
when he was notified by Postmaster Hays 
that he was then and there suspended for 
insubordination. Mr. Nichols asked the As- 
sistant Postmaster to make the charges spe- 
cific, but was told no more than that he had 


been suspended for advising  car- 
riers not to do as they had been 
ordered by their superintendent. He 


left for Washington October 26, and was at 
the national capital for some time. He went 
to First Assistant Postmaster-General Hat- 
ton and stated his case. Special Agent Wil- 
son came here and investigated the matter. 
He returned to Washington, and yesterday 
Postmaster Hays sent for Mr. Nichols, who 
has been a deputv under Sheriff Mason for 
the past three months, and told him that in- 


structions had come from Washing- 
ton to reinstate him. In accordance 
with this instruction, Mr. Nichols will 


to-morrow morning resume his position in 
the Post-office as letter carrier in a north- 
western district. 

This isa bare outlined statement of the 
case. Mr. Nichols’ friends say he is a strong 
Filley man and that he isan active political 
organizer and worker. He took great inter- 
est in the school election in the Twenty-third 
Ward, working for Geo. Schubert, a Filley 
candidate,and while not neglecting bis duties 
was active in the canvass untilthe day be-

Green, who had gone within the rail, looked 
tired and dissatistied.

We, the undersigned stockholdersin said 
association, owning the number of shares of 
stock set opposite our names, and said stock 
having stood in our names onthe books of 
said association for at least thirty days prior 
to the above mentionedfelection, do hereby 
protest, and ask that our protest be entered 
on the record, against the receiving, accept- 
ing or permitting the votes to be considereu 
of those stockholders in whose names the 
atock sha}l not have stood for at least thirty 
days prior to this election, viz., January 14, 
1882. 

City of St. Louis, State of Missouri, Janu- 
arv 14, 1882. 

The protest is signed by Chas. L. Hunt, E. 
C. Simmons, W. A. Hargadine, John W. Mun- 
son and a numberof others. 

“Now,” said Mr. W. A. Hargadine, **we 
propos: to object to any of the stock so held 
being voted. The statutes of the State of 
Missouri declare that it shal) not be, and if 
you gentlemen receive any such votes we 
will carry the matter to the courts, as the 
law provides. 

Mr. Davenport then handed to the In- 
spectors a list of the stock objected to as 
bating been transferred within thirty days. 
Mr. Harzadine and Mr. Davenport held 
copies of the same list, and 
were prepared to chalienge any man 
who attempted to vote it. The list, which 
includes 257 shares, is as follows:

Green’s game plainly. Geo. A. Madiil, one 
of Mr. Green’s attorneysin this fight, bolds 
hinety-three shares, all acquired since the 
20th of last month. James Taussiz, another 
of Green’s lawvers, bolds 109 shares. Green 
himself holds 9, Sov. Newmau 3. The friends 
of the salary giab bave made all this pur- 
chase of stock within three weeks, 
and it was only in this way 
that they succeeded in obtaining contro! of 
the 450 shares of which they boast. That 
they are beaten, bowever, even at this game 
will be seen b a perusal of. the 
following section of the statutes,which com- 
pletely governs the case: 


WHAT THE STATUTES SAY. 

Chapter 21, vol. lof the R-vised Statutes 
of Missouri, is the one ‘“‘vovering private 
corporations.’’ Seetion 716 of the above 
chapter provides as follows for corporation 
elections: 

Src. 716. At every electfon of directurs 
the transier books of the Corporation sbali 
be produced to test the qualification of the 
voters; and no person shall be admitted to 
vote, directly or by proxy, except those in 
whose names the shares of the stock of the 
corporationsball stand on such books, and 
shall have stood for at least thirty days pre- 


see how Mr. Green to eount these 
957 votes, and if he can not ceunt them he is 
lost beyond redemption. 


When the protest had been filed Mr. Har- 
gadine said, “Now, understand, gentlemen, 
we object to al) this stock being voted.’’ 

“We understand,” said Mr. Walsh. 


“and we want you also to understand that 
we will offer all the proxies we have in on 
bonds. We intend to test the queation 
whether the Constitution of Missouri or your 
by-laws are most powerful. The Constitu- 
tion says the proxies can be voted and must 
be received. Your by-laws say they cannot 
and will not. We intend to present them 
all, and you can do as you please.” 

The judges finallydecided to get three boxes, 
one for uncontested votes, one for proxies, 
and the third for contested votes, and that 
they should be used according as the votes 
came _ in. The voting was then 
resumed and had not gone very 
hard, when Mrs. Ella F. Baker waiked 
in and cast her one ballot, a red one, for re- 
form and the anti-salary grab ticket. 8. H. 
Laflin , Miles Sells, W. A. Hagardine and 
others cast their votes in the same 
way. Police Commissioner Samuel Cupples 
walked shortly after and was handed a red 
ticket by Mr. Miles Seils. 

‘Is this the right one?” asked Mr. Cup- 


les. 
‘“Yes,’’ said Mr. Sells. 


‘“‘Yes, it looks like it,’? said Mr. Cupples, 
and an ther anti-Green ticket went into 
the box.

bers, voted against him, and he was elected 
by cumulative voting, against 
the wish of the stockholders, 
Four names appeared on _ both tickets, 
viz.: Edwin Harrison, R. P. Tansey, H. L. 
Dousman and 8S. M. Dodd. Edwin Harrison 
voted his four shares against Green. 
Tansey voted one sbare for him. 
Neither Dousman nor Dodd voted. Sev- 
eral ladies voted to-day and all of them vot- 
ed against the salary grabber. It is gener- 
ally admitted that the election 
was the closest and most  exelting 
in the history of the association, and that 
it was the opposition to Green which brought 
out so large and so respectable an opposi- 
tion, which, if beaten, is only beaten by 
cumulative votes and a wholegale buying 
up of stock.

THE INSURANCE OYSTER. 


Crowd of Claimants for the Life Asso- 
ciation Funds. 

Judge Adams has allowed Messrs. Carr & 
Reynolds $1,000 out of the Life Association 
funds for legal services rendered the estate 
before the Supreme Court at Jefferson City. 


The appeal from tbe Circuit Court judgment 
ofovera million dollars against the Life 
Association and in favor of the Columbia 
estate was argued before the Supreme bench 
by the legal firm mentioned. They suc- 
ceeded in reducing the ponderous judgment 
$150,000, representing brokerage fees, which 
the court orde:ed should be remitted, and it 
now stands for $969,000. When it will 
be satisfied, however, neither courts nor 
lawyers are wellable tosay. There are so 
many contending claims upon the Life Asgo- 
ciation assets as to priority of payment that 
several months may elapse before the Colum- 


bia’s judgment is in any measure met. 
he property located in other 
States is claimed by policy-holders in 


those States. Judge Adams has recentiy 
ruled that the Columbia’s claim does not 
take precedence ofthe running pelicy-ho'!d- 
ers Who stand in the relation of creditors and 
members of the association. Superinten- 
dent Reife, in charge of the estate, hasJabout 
$200,000 in cash in hand awaiting orders of 
court for distribution. Thereis a considerable 
|amou nt of property ia addition upon which 
the Columbia claims its judgment lien. An- 
other suit against the Life A«sociation await- 
ing trialis that of the Coltmbia receiver, 
who seeks to recover the value of the assets 
turned over to the Life As- 
sociation when it assumed the 
Columbia’s policy risks, etc. These assets 
represented the reserve on the Columbia’s 
policies, and in assuming the policies the 
Life Association took this fund, which 
amounted to $700,000 face value. The actual 
value was probably one-third that amount. 
Years will elapse before the Life Association 
estate ig wound up in the evourts.

KEEPING WARM. 
ome Scientific Facts and Principles 
Plainly Stated. 
From the Awerican Agricu'turist. 

That sheltering «ll animals from cold 
weather, from chilling winds which by their 
rapid motion carry off heat more rapidly, is 
the way to save focd and to save waste of 
flesh. If by stopping this waste of heat from 
the surface all the food consumed will not 
be wanted to make beat, a portion of it can 
go to increasing the flesh, thatis to produc- 
ing growth, or more can be used in making 
milk eggs, etc., within the animal. 

Dyspeptic persons, those having feeble 
digestion, or a poor appetite, get less inter- 
nal heat from food combustion, and suffer 
from cold. Such persons need a warmer at- 
mosphere, or warmer dwellings, and warmer 
clothing to retain the beat that is produced. 
This applies to all animals. 

Close-fitting garments, garters, lacing, 
boots, shoes, neckties, etc., that prevent 
free, easy circulation of the blood, each and 
ali diminish the amountof heat produced, 
and its uniform distribution. Exercise pro- 
motes more rapid circulation of the blood 
and increased heat production. 

Rubbing wet horses and other animals dry 
is very useful, not only to save heat, but also 
to save cold taking, as explained in our last 
number. Forthe same reason apy damp 
garments should be replaced with dry ones 
as soon as possible, or enough covering be 
added to prevent chilliness from the evapora- 
tien, 

Free preespiration (sweating) in hot 
weather carries off alarge amount of heat, 
aud keeps down the temperature. If perspi- 
ration be checked, sponging with water aids 
in cases of sun-stroke or depression from 
heat. Persons have gone into hot ovens un- 
harmed by encasing themselves in moi-tened 
garments, the evaporation keeping down the 
beat about the body. Green wood, besides 
its inconvenienee, is Vv: ry unprofitable. A 
large amount of heat which tie dry portions 
would yield is lost by being carried off in the 
evaporatioa of the sap. So of amy wet or 
damp fuel of any kind. 

A» cou: fined wir is a poor conductor of heat, 
all fabrics that are porous, that is fui) of lit- 
tle interstic s, tubes or holes filled with air, 


are the best protectors to keep heat from 


e-caping from the surface of the body. A 
loosely woven garment or bed coverlid is 
warmer than a compxct, firmly woven one, 
because the air inthe texture of the former 
couducts away heat less rapidly than the 
more solid ones. Loose-fitting garments 
are warmer than close-fitting ones, for reas- 
ons above given, and also because the air 
space between them and the skin is a non- 
conductor of heat. 

Stone, brick or wooden walls, with perpen- 
dict ar air spaces in them, are warmer than 
solid walis, because the air conducts the heat 
away less than the solid materials. A sheath- 
ing of tarred p:per, or pasteboard, or of any 
thick paper even, placed widway between 
the clap-boarding and the plastering, to fourm 
two thin air-chambers instead of one, adds 
greatly to the warmth of a house or other 
building, Two half-inch boards, set a littie 
apart to leave an air syace between, make a 
far wa:mer beouse wall than the same thick 
ness of wood in inch boards.

OUR LAW-MAKERS. 


A Glance at the National House of Rep- 
resentatives. 
‘*Gath’’ in Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Sitting in Congress to-day, looking down 
over old and new members, and having the 
peculiarities of this one and that one point- 
ed out, I thought 1 might jot down my hints 
and hearsay, with the view of conveying to 
you some impression of the governing nor 
of our country. Conceive, then, a huge hall 
with a glass ceiling, galleries ail around it en 
four sides, built flush to the floor,gnda 
semi-circie of seats in seven rows, the inner 
row giving desks to twenty-four members, 
and the outer row to about sixty-two mem- 
bers. Through these rows run eleven aisies 
from the space in front of the Speaker, and 
the three rear rows are penetrated by eight 
short atsies 1rom the rear. The central aisie, 
ecomihg tp from the door right opposite the 
Spéaker, is pretty broad, and the otbers are 
mere paths, rising up step by step like an 
amphitheater, so thatthe members far back 
can see the Speaker and the peopie in front 
of them easily. Every member has his neat 
little desk of oak, with a green cloth lid, and 
racks beneath the desk to accommodate his 
law beelks, documents, etc. The members 
sitin shortforms or groups of two, three, 
four or fiye, thus constituting little clubs, or 
sets, thrown accidentally together, because 
no man chooses his own seat, that being giv- 
en hidi,by lot. The Democrats, however, se- 
lect op one side ofthe House and the Re- 
publicans on the other; but, as there are 
just desks enough, some few of the Repub- 
licans have to take seats on the Democratic 
side. 

As you look down on this immense floor, 
with its green carpet lightened with little 
green stars; the gilt and buff walls reaching 
to the galleries; the galleries deep, comfort- 
able and drinking uP sound hungrily; the 
deep embossed ceiling with its symbols 
painted on glass; the oak clock opposite the 
speaker, in the gallery, supported by an In- 
dian and a hunter, and dominated by a 
spread eagle of bronze, you are first aston- 
ished at the want of order—at the running of 
a dozen pagesup and down; the conversa- 
tion of members standing up or leaning over 
each other; the indifference of many mem- 
bers to the proceedings as they write letters, 
read newspapers, or claptheir hands fora 
page; and at the intruders, the ex-members, 
the Judges the Committee clerks standing 
around or loafing on the back seats or under 
the gelleries. You see at the open doors 
people coming in, rusning out, dropping into 
the smoking rooms, which gap out like little 
cabins or coves; and next you hear the 
Speaxser from his bigh box, with the gavel 
foreverin his hand or near it, calling out 
this or that; and then aclerkin a resonant 
voice, which sounds above everything, you 
say to yourself: “*‘Howdo they understand 
any thing here? Can they do business at all? 
What a bali to ruin the human voice in!”’ 

Nevertheless, the work of the sessions goes 
right on, as in the steamships, where some 
passengers are praying and some spewing, 
some gambling and some flirting, and there 
would appear inthe cabin to be no sense or 
progress; yet the engineers and firemen and 
captains on the bridges are making the thing 
go. That is the advantage of having a 
Speaker. He is the man on the bridge. Then 
the committees—about fifty in number, each 
with its chairman, and most of them with a 
little parior hidden somewhere about this 
Capitol—are like the cooks on the ships who 
are pounding the meat, working up the dough 
and getting the meats ready tobe eaten three 
or fourtimesad«y. The Soeaker commands 
the House; the clerks are like the firemen, 
who keep up the tires; and the committees 
represent the stewards and coal-heavers, 
who provide the material for fuel and food. 
Governmentis one of those things that dls- 
appoints fearfully the eye and the ear; but, 
after its. pyvobk.is done, it looks well and reads 
well. sBeople bad better stay away from 
Washington tokeep their faith. Their un- 
derstamiing will be improved by coming 
pe “ty knowledge is always at the expense 
of faith.

The Protective Effect of Vaccination. 
i¥rom abe London Times, December 27. 


Dr. Henry Tomkins, Medical Superintend- 
ent ofthe Fever Hospital belonging to the 
Manchester Roval Infirmary at Mousall,in a 
paper which he read recently at Owens Col- 
lege, said: ‘**The most striking of all evi- 
dence is, perhaps, that derived from the 
smail-pvox hovpitals themselves. Here the 
protective influence of vaccination is proved 
in a manner beyondallcavil. At Highgate, 
during an experience of forty years, no 
nurse or servant having been revaccinated 
has ever contracted the disease, and evidence 
ofthe same character I can myself bring 
forward, for during the whole time that 
have had charge of the fever hospital more 
thana thousand cases of small-pox have 
passed under my care, yet no servant, nurse, 
porter or other person engaged there has, 
after revaccination, ever iaken it, though 
exposed daily to infection in its most 
concentrated form. One woman, a laund- 
ress, who escaped vaccination, took the 
disease and died; one nurse, who some years 
before had suffered from smal! pox, and was 
then considered protected, had a very mild 
attack; and this summer a workman, who 
did uot live on the premises, but came in to 
work as a painter, was not vaccinated and 
had a rather severe attack; and still more re- 
cently a servant, who by an oversight was al- 
lowed to go about her work three days before 
being vaccinated, had, before the latter bad 
run its course, a slight, abortive attack. 
Again, among all the students who, during 
the past two years have attended the hospi- 
tal for clinical instruction, not one has suf- 
fered, all having been revaccinated before 
being permitted to enter the smail-pox 


wards. And in their case the false 
argument which opponents of  vaccina- 
tion have brought forward to explain 
the immunity enjoyed by nurses 


and others in attendance on the sick— 
viz.: that constant intercourse and exposure 
to infection renders them proof against it by 
the system becoming inured to the poison, 
cannot be applied, as these gentlemen attend 
the hospital only a few hours once a week. 
I defy the most enthusiastic or conscientious 
of anti-vaccinators to bring evidence like 
this on his side of the question, or to bring 
forward even half adozen persons, choose 
them whence he may, who have not been 
protected against small-pox, and expose 
them as the students are exposed, without 
more or less of the number taking the dis- 
ease, Facts such as these should convert the 
wost ardent anti-vaceiuator from his folly, 
and convince him that a weapon of defense

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Retail Prices of Ail Supplies That 
Cneer tne Inaer Mau. 


Market prices of bome supplies stand at 
about the same figure that they reached after 
the holidays. Ou the vegetable stands a lim- 
ited variety is to be had at the following 


prices: Potatoes 35c per peck; sweet pota- 
toes 30c per peck; turuvips 25c per peck; cel- 
ery 60c to 80c per bunch; carrots 35c 
per peck; beets 2c per bunch; 
apples 40c per peck and scare. 

Beet is worth from 13 tw 16 cents a pound, 
according to the cut selected; oork 12% 
cents; veal 15 cents, and mutton 12% cents; 
bam 12cents; corn -evf 10 cents. 

Butter is worth 35 cents for best dairy, 50 
for best creamery, and as many otber grades 
at as many other prices down to 18% cents 
for cooking butter. Egyes have dropped to 
30 cents during the week without hurting 
themselves. 

Oysters are worth from 55 cents down to 
25 cents per can, and 30, 35 and 650 cents per 
quart in balk. 

Rabbits $150 per dozen; snipe $175 per 
dozen; ducks $1 50, quail $1 50, grou-e $6 per 
dozen; turkey 10 cents per pound; chickens 
25 cents each. 

The prospect for a larger variety of table 
supplies for the next month at least is poor, 
and ihe prices will, in omedience to the sup 
ply and demand, remain about the same as 
the above. 


Adjusted. 

When the Eclipse Ciub of Louisville visit- 
ed St. Louis last fall there was some diffi 
culty between the President of the Brown 
Stockings, Mr. Von der Ahe,and the manager 
of the Louisville team, Mr. Hitnkie. The 


latter refused to accept a share for the last 
three games as he had accepted for the first 
two games. Hi+ claiin was about $350 and 
he was offered $164 30. He refused to take 
it, and went away threatening suit in the 
United States Court, and also,said he would 
give the Browns a very unsavory reputation 
elsewhere. Indeed, some of the Eastern pa- 
pers published accounts of the trouble which 
did the Brown Stocking Ciub great injustice. 
No suit was ever entered, and early this 
week Mr. Sales, attorney for Mr. Hinkle, 
calledon Mr. Von der Ahe and offered to 
compromise for $250. The original $164 30 
was offered him, and, after some dickering, 
he consented to accept it, giving 
a receipt in full. This proves 
that Mr. Hinkle’s claims was excessive, and 
he was wise in tuking his proper sbare. 


Jail Guards’ Sularies. 

The jail guards have petitioned the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly for an increase of salary. 
In this they have secured the indorsment of 
Jailer Ryan and Mayor Ewing. These of- 
ficers are obliged to do twelve hours’ duty 
daily without any holidays, keeping watch 
over 200 men, and are required to 
furnish a bond of $2,000 each, which is not 
demanded of either policemen or members 
of the Fire Department. The former receire 
$75 per month and the latter $80. It is pro- 
posed to increase the salary of the Jail em- 
ployes from $60 to $75 per month. Ten men 
are employed, six doing day duty from 7 a. 
m.to7p.m.,and four at night. The Dill 
has been introduced by Mr. Donk, and has 
found tmnany favorably inclined towards the 
proposed change.
